The 
wines of California are so cheap and so pure 
that they have been used in increasing quan­ 
tities in European countries to give “ body" 
to the wines of those countries. 
N o doubt 
some part of this export from California 
returns to the United States in the shape 
of German and French wines, so-called. It is 
a notable fact that cheaper French wines are 
sold here now at little if any higher rates 
than when the French product was nearly 
three times what it now is. California wines 
are valued by wine manufacturers in Ham­ 
burg, Cette, and other places abroad for 
their “ mixing” qualities, and this process, 
which usefully ameliorates them, is much 
better understood in European countries than 
here. We already feed Europe. It seems 
that we shall be presently called on to supply 
drink, as well as food.

The E n g lish Harvest a n d C ra in Trade. 


L ondon’, September Gth.—The Mark Lane 
Express says : 
The harvest in the southern 
and eastern counties is mostly completed and 
the grain is stacked in very excellent condi­ 
tion. The general testimony so far concurs 
that the results of thrashing are disappoint­ 
ing. It has been for sometime accepted as 
a matter of course that the abnormal season, 
and general prevalence of mildew, must 
materially reduce the yield of marketable 
wheat, and this is now found to be the case. 
The barley crop is much heavier than at one 
time could reasonably have been expected, 
but nearly all the best barleys were so much 
laid by the storms that the reports of discol­ 
ored and imperfectly ripened samples are 
only what were to have been expected. The 
oat crop is better than it promised to be a 
month ago. The root crops are fast matur­ 
ing, and another fortnight of fine weather 
will make a heavy crop a certainty. The hop 
crop ií very variable. A rapid loss of color 
is noticeable in the gardens of West Kent, in 
consequence of the dense night fogs. 
Deliveries of new English wheat have 
been steadily increasing in the provincial 
market, but at Mark Lane the supply has 
been small. Sales have been slow, at a de­ 
cline of one shilling in London, and from one 
shilling to two shillings in many of the lead­ 
ing country markets. In the foreign trade it 
presents no new feature of interest. The 
temporary steadiness in consequence of the 
falling off in American shipments gave 
place to a feeling of listlessness and depres­ 
sion last Monday, which clung to the trade 
the remainder of the week. New winter 
American was freely offered at 44s. without 
finding buyers. 
Sales of English wheat last 
week were 10,663 quarters, at 43s. 3d., 
against 16,570 quarters, at 48s. 2d., the enr- 
responding period of last year. 
The imports 
into the United Kisgdom for the week end­ 
ing August 28th were: Wheat, 1,671,588 
cwt.; flour, 170,201 cwt.

Xo doubt 
some part of this export from California 
returns to the United States in the shape 
of German and French wines, so-called. It is 
a notable fact that cheaper French wines are 
sold here now at little if any higher rates 
than when the French product was nearly 
three times what it now is. California wines 
are valued by wine manufacturers in Ham­ 
burg, Cette, and other places abroad for 
their “ mixing” qualities, and this process, 
which usefully ameliorates them, is much 
better understood in European countries than 
here.

The English Harvest and drain Trade. 
L ondon, September Gth.—The Mark Lane 
Express says : The harvest in the southern 
and eastern counties is mostly completed and 
the grain is stacked in very excellent condi­ 
tion. The general testimony so far concurs 
that the results of thrashing are disappoint­ 
ing. It has been for sometime accepted as 
a matter of course that the abnormal season, 
and general prevalence of mildew, must 
materially rcduce the yield of marketable 
wheat, and this is now found to be the case. 
The barley crop is much heavier than at one 
time could reasonably have been expected, 
but nearly all the best barleys were so much 
laid by the storms that the reports of discol­ 
ored and imperfectly iipened samples are 
only what were to have been expected. The 
oat crop is better than it promised to be a 
month ago. The root crops are fast matur­ 
ing, and another fortnight of fine weather 
will make a heavy crop a certainty. The hop 
crop is very variable. A rapid loss of color 
is noticeable in the gardens of West Kent, in 
consequence of the dense night fogs. 
Deliveries of new English wheat have 
been steadily increasing in the provincial 
market, but at Mark Lane the supply has 
been small. Sales have been slow, at a de­ 
cline of one shilling in London, and from one 
shilling to two shillings in many of the lead­ 
ing country markets. In the foreign trade it 
presents no new feature of interest. The 
temporary steadiness in consequence of the 
falling off in American shipments gave 
place to a feeling of listlessness and depres­ 
sion last Monday, which clung to the trade 
the remainder of the week. New winter 
American wa3 freely offered at 44s. without 
finding buyers. Sales of English wheat last 
week were 16.GG3 quarters, at 43s. 3d., 
against 16,570 quarters, at 483. 2d., the cor­ 
responding period of last year. The imports 
into the United Kingdom for the week end­ 
ing August 28th were: Wheat, 1,671,588 
cwt.; flour, 176,201 cwt. American maize 
closed easier, at 23s. 9d. The dullness in the 
wheat trade has checked the improvement 
in flour, but holders are firm at previous 
rates. 
T h e A f g h a n is ta n M a d d le . 
L ondon, September 6th.—A correspond­ 
ent at Simla telegraphs : The Government 
must now decide the Candahar question. It 
is imjKissible to bolster up Wali, who is not 
supported by the people. We must annex 
Candahar, or give it up to Ameer Abdurrha- 
man, or try to form an independent State 
composed of Herat and Candahar. The sec­ 
ond plan would be the best one. The Brit­ 
ish forces might be maintained, if necessary,* 
near Candahar, in fortified cantonments, and 
the railway might be completed. Tha corre­ 
spondent, it is thought here, reflects the views 
of the Marquis of Ripon, Governor-General of 
India, if indeed the dispatches were not di­ 
rectly inspired by him. 
F r o m A f g h a n is ta n . 
L ondon, September 6th.—General Rob­ 
erts telegraphs from Candahar, September 
3d, that all Ayoob Khan’s guns had been 
found and brought in. They number thirtj- 
two pieces. 
Ayoob Khan has fled to Rhages without 
stopping. He is probably in Seemind- 
rnawar to-day. Hashem Khan and other 
Sierdars ami chiefs, with two exceptions, 
went with him. He had no baggage and no 
troops, except a few Heratee. He is said to 
have announced his intention of goirg 
straight to Herat. 
1 he Albanians Augmenting Their Forres. 
Constantinople, September 6th.—Thirty- 
five hundred Albanians are encamped om- 
side Dulcigno, and their numbers s.re con­ 
stantly augmenting aa the Porte is said to be 
furnishing them with every facility in levy­ 
ing, arming and transporting recruits. Tu*: 
force in Gazinpe and Tusi is being similarly 
increased. Should Razi Pasha fail to per 
enade tha Albanians to permit a paae. fu 
transfer of Dulcigno, the Turkish troops will 


retire to Scutari, leaving the Powers to act as 
they please. 
AlTnlra aj (onstantlnonple. 
L ondos, September 6th.—A Constantino­ 
ple dispatch says : In direct contradiction of 
all his assurances to the Embassadors and to 
the opinions expressed by him to his col­ 
leagues in the Council, Abeddin Pasha, Min­ 
ister of Foreign Affairs, has drawn up a 
secret memorandum for the Sultan, recom­ 
mending a fresh plan to be imposed upon 
Europe, and warning the Sultan in the 
-trongest terms of the danger to himself, to 
his dynasty and to the empire, of any con­ 
cessions to the Powers. This document is 
evidently intended by Abeddin Pasha to 
work upon the Sultan's personal fears, in 
order to regain his (AbcddinV) influence, now 
waning, and to enlst the supjwt of Said 
Pasha, ex-Premier. Another Constantinople 
correspondent telegraphs that the position of 
Kadri Pasha, Prime Minister, is extremely 
precarious. For some days past the Sultan 
has been speaking favorably of Server Pasha, 
The French Government and the Con 
gregallons. 
P aris, September 6th.—Tho Temp.-t says : 
Nothing has been changed since Premier De 
Freycinet explained his jxilicy relative to 
unauthorized congregations in the Chamber, 
except that the bill on the right of associa­ 
tion is being drawn. It would ccsrcelv be 
permissahle to dissolve suck congregation* 
before this is discussed by the Chambers. It 
will contain effective precautions and a special 
provision applicable to religious congrega­ 
tions. In the event of its rejection the 
only course would be to revert to 
the enforcement of the March decrees. 
Only on Furlough Cordial Meeting. 
B erlin, September 6th.—It is said that 
Baron Magnus, German Minister to Den­ 
mark. whose recall from Copenhagen was re­ 
cently announced, has merely left his post on 
furlough. 
The meeting between Baron Hsvmerle, 
Austro-Hun^rian Premier, and Rumarck 
was cordial. They agice on a'l leading ques­ 
tions. Weavers Resolved on n Strike. 
L ondon, September 6th.—The Lancashire 
weavers have resolved that a district be 
brought out on a strike ami supported by a 
contribution from other districts until the 
masters conceded the advance of wages. A 
general lock-out is expected. 
The Destructive Storm in Jamaica. 
B altimore, September 6th.—(ruW.i JVtirt 
Letter of the 28th contains further particulars 
of tho storm which devastated Jamaica. 
I’tter destruction followed the storm, and 
the damage could not be estimated. Prison­ 
ers were released to save their lives, threat­ 
ened by falling buildings. Two women were 
killed at Glengoffo by a house falling upon 
the:n. At Newcastle one soldier and three 
women are reported killed. Not a green leaf 
is to be seen for miles, and twenty years will 
be required to restore the place to the condi­ 
tion which existed before the storm. 
Matching a Railroad. 
St. P etersburg, September 6th.—The rail­ 
road from this city to Siniphero; ol wv» 
watched night and day by 9.000 peasants and 
40,000 troops during the Emperor’s recent 
journey to Livadia. 
Russia and China. 
St. P eterswdeg, September 6tb.—It is in­ 
teresting to know that the transfer of tha 
Kuldja negotiations to Pekin is at the desire 
of Russia and not of China. The Marquis 
Tseng will probably soon return to London. 
One consideration weighing heavily with the 
Russian Government is that some satisfaction 
must be given to the country for all the war 
preparations, especially for assembling a 
large fleet in Chinese waters, and that 
if Russia sends a representative t<> 
arrange matters at 
Pekin, it will 
look as thcugh the fleet is tiking an inti . u- 
tial part in the business. At the same time 
Russia has not in the least abated her posi­ 
tion regarding the points objectionable to 
China. She still claims a slice of the Kuldja 
Territory, cutting the Kashgar highway, and 
including one of the most important passes. 
It is stated that Russian colonization on this 
territory had actually begun. 
Attempt to Fire Dulcigno - Mortlflratiou 
of the Forte. 
V ienna, September Gth.—The Albanians 
have twice attempted to tire Dulcigno. Riza 
Pasha lias formally notified the local authori­ 
ties that the town will be ceded on the 12th 
instant. 
The Powers have informec the Porte that 
its last offer, relativa to the Montenegrin 
frontiers, is unsatisfactory, and that tha 
naval demonstration will take place. Tha 
situation is iegarded here aa full of danger. 
The Loss of the Enrmy Near Candahar. 
Candahar, September 4th.—The cavalry 
patrols report the villages full of the enemy s 
dead and wounded. The Cabuleo regiments 
have dispersed, and the Kizibbas cava’ry ara 
peeking to come to terms. General Phayre 
is within two stages of Candahar, and will 
halt for the present at I’erie.

*• By so doing th ey gave to th e South 
“ forty-six additional Klectoral votes and 
“ forty-six additional m em bers of Con- 
“ greja. 
Now, we determ ined to get those 
“ Electoral votes and those m em bers of 
“ Congress, and we got them . 
A re we to 
** blam e for it ? 
The Republicans tem pted 
us, and we fell. Now th at we have them , 


■“ we propose to keep th em ." 
I t is said 
th a t the Dem ocratic C om m ittee of V erm ont 
found it expedient to ship this too candid 
speaker back to the sunny South after he 
h ad taken th e public into his conlidcnce 
th u s once or twice. 
The V erm ont election 
tak es place to-day, and perhaps the natural 
effect of G eneral M artin’s philosophy may 
be m ade apparent in th e size of the R e­ 
publican m ajority. 
There can be no doubt 
th a t ho told the tru th , b u t th a t tru th is of 
th e kind calculated to produce a solid 
N orth, and to m ake solidity a t the South 
a fte r tbis year impossible. 


A staple D em ocratic assertion is th a t the 


R epublican party favors a policy of cen­ 
tralization, and th is is declared to be a very 
bad thing. 
The C incinnati platform for­ 
m ally com m its the N ational Dem ocratic 
party to “ opposition to centralization and 
“ the dangerous sp irit of encroachm ent, 
“ which tends to consolidate th e powers of 
“ all th e departm ents in one, and th u s to 
“ create, w hatever be the form of govern­ 


" m ent, a real despotism .” 
Now we doubt 
if there are m any D em ocrats who are capa­ 
ble of defining clearly w hat th ey mean 
w hen th ey ta lk about centralization, h u t 
an exam ination of existing facts will enable 
us to ascertain w hat it is they are aim ing at, 
and how far th eir professions are consistent 
w ith good governm ent and th e preservation 
of free institutions. 
In th e first place 
we find th a t every atte m p t to enforce, 
in certain parts of 
th e 
country, 
the 
law s 
w hich 
w ere 
fram ed 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
securing 
an 
equal 
and 
uniform enjoym ent of the franchise, is de­ 
nounced by th e Dem ocrats as being in the 
direction of “ centralization.” 
The I ed- 
eral election laws have been so denounced 
ever since th ey were enacted, and so have 
all o th er law s tending in any way to pre­ 
v ent the nullification of th e Federal Con­ 
stitu tio n in th e Southern States. 
As a 
m atter of fact, th e power of the Federal 
G overnm ent to enforce th e C onstitution at 
th e South has proved inadequate. 
A s a 
m atter of fact, the Southern States have 
for years tram pled the C onstitution under 
foot. 
T he am endm ents to th e C onstitu­ 
tion w hich gave the freedm en civil rights 
have been totally disregarded. 
The negro 
has never enjoyed equality before the law 
in the South. 
T he S tate G overnm ents 
have enacted laws, th e design of which 
was to provide a new kind of slavery. The 
penal statu tes have been revised so as to 
discrim inate against th e negro a t every 
tu rn . 
For exam ple, in M ississippi th eft 
to th e am ount of one dollar has been made 
grand larceny, w ith a penalty of five years 
in the penitentiary. 
The negro convicts 
are let out to planters, and are herded w ith 
shotguns and w orked w ith balls and chains. 
W hen they have served out their sen­ 
tences they are made to serve o ut addi­ 
tional term s to pay off extravagant bills 
m ade out to represent the pretended cost 
of th eir prosecution. 
If 
a 
negro is 
arrested 
on 
any 
charge 
he 
may 
be 
p u t 
to 
penal 
labor 
for 
six 
m onths or a year before his case is heard, 
and even though he should be proved 
innocent he may be made to w ork out 
the alleged cost of his subsistence. 
All 
these laws are applied only to negroes. 
W hite convicts are never let out to work 
on plantations, or made to w ork for their 
keep. 
These law s were intended to repro­ 
duce th e nearest approach to slavery. 
The 
conditions they do produce are in fact 
worse, 
for the 
w retcthed negroes 
are 
half starved, infam ously lodged, and ex­ 
posed to brutalities w hich th eir property 
value as 
slaves 
m easurably 
protected 
them from in the old times. 
Sim ilar laws 
have been enacted iu nearly all the South­ 
ern States. 
T hey are in open defiance of 
constitutional principles. They deny equal 
justice to the colored’citizen. A nd th ey are 
approved of by all those who are opposed 
to “ centralization,” 


There is no approach to “ real despot- 
“ is m ” in any p art of the U nited States 
b u t the South, and there despotism of the 
w orst and m ost odious kind has nourished 
for years. 
The negro there is deprived of 
th e franchise. 
H e is denied equality be­ 
fore the law. 
He is discrim inated against, 
anil oppressed, and terrorized, a t every turu. 
A nd all this is possible because th e spirit 
of centralization is so feeble th a t the pow ­ 
ers of th e Federal G overnm ent are unequal 
to th e m aintenance of the rights which 
the C onstitution (but 
m 
w ords 
only) 
bestows upon every citizen of the U nited 
States. 
H ad the powers of the Federal 
G overnm ent been broader, the Southern 
S tates never could have th u s successfully 
delied the C onstitution. 
I t is th e w ant 
of centralization which has encouraged them 
to th eir present pitch of audacity, and it is 
to keep th e C entral C overnm ent feeble th a t 
th eir efforts are now directed. 
W hen, 
therefore, we in terp ret the Dem ocratic op­ 
position to centralization by th e light of 
existing facts, we perceive th a t it is neither 
moro nor less than a policy of resistance 
to the 
establishm ent 
of 
equal 
rights 
throughout the country. The Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent 
has 
in 
theory 
no 
power 
not based upon th e agreem ent of all the 
States th a t th ey shall be subject to the 
same general laws, and th a t political equal­ 
ity shall be m aintained throughout the 
Republic. 
R ut th e South lias discovered 
th a t if let alone it can usurp the political 
rights of th e colored people, and th a t 
through this usurpation it can, perhaps, 
control the G overnm ent. 
So it declares 
itself opposed to “ centralization,” which 
is its term for any policy having for object 
the establishm ent of even-handed justice 
throughout the country. 
I t is opposed to 
all 
laws w hich tend to give th e col­ 
ored citizen his constitutional rights, or 
which hinder th e Southern w hites from 
reviving slavery by statute. T h at is the real 
m eaning of th e Democratic anti-centraliza­ 
tion doctrine, and it is tim e th e people of 
the N orth realized its significance. 
These 
Southern D em ocrats dem and to b e let alone 
in th eir unconstitutional abuses, and they 
denounce all who advocate equal rights for 
all classes and conditions of citizens. They 
are not willing to obey th e C onstitution. 
On 
the 
contrary 
they 
are 
deter­ 
m ined to defy 
it. 
They 
hope 
also 
by 
fighting 
for 
independence 
from 
Federal interference to secure the political 
suprem acy opened up to them by th eir 
lawless th eft of the franchise, and for these 
reasons they are very sincerely opposed to 
“ centralization.” 
B u t as th e centraliza­ 
tion which th ey oppose is the only means 
of obtaining political equality and honest 
governm ent, it is clear th a t th e N orth 
m ust take the other side of the question, 
and m ast insist, to th e b itte r end, th a t 
there shall be more practical and far- 
reaching centralization in th e future than 
there ever has been in th e past.

The fact th a t th e Southern R epublicans 
have ceased to make nom inations for State 
offices is in tru th a convincing proof of 
the reality and ex ten t of th e frauds prac­ 
ticed by th e Southern Dem ocrats.

A C0MMUIUTY ON WHEELS. 


A REFORM WHICH DOES NOT PROGRESS. 


F or more th an a year some philanthropic 
people in th e E ast have been trying to 
am eliorate the 
condition of the young 
women who stand behind counters and sell 
goods all day. 
I t has been the practice of 
storekeepers tom ake th eir saleswomen stand 
continually, and th is constant standing is, 
as has been conclusively proved by m edi­ 
cal men, very injurious to th eir health. In 
fact th e w ork they do is m ost prejudicial to 
th eir constitutions, and is extrem ely liable 
to im plant in them th e seeds of chronic 
diseases. 
A great deal of w ork has been 
done by th e hum ane people who have had 
this subject in hand. 
T hey have appealed 
to the employers and to the public by turns. 
W hen the form er refused to allow seats to 
the young women, th ey have asked th e lady 
custom ers of the stores to testify their sym ­ 
pathy w ith 
th e victim s by ceasing to 
patronize such establishm ents. 
B ut all 
these efforts appear to have been in vain. 
No doubt one reason of this failure is the 
reluctance of th e shop-girlB them selves 
to give any authentic inform ation on the 
effects of their w ork. 
M ost of them are 
afraid to lose th eir positions if th ey do 
anything w hich m ay seem to m ilitate 
against the interests of th eir employers, 
and th e latter are w ell aw are of their 
tim idity, and take advantage of it. 
A 
sim ilar agitation was not long ago com­ 
menced in London, by th e Lancet, bu t 
notw ithstanding th e vigor and scientific 
authority w ith w hich it was conducted, it 
too has failed to produce any practical 
results, and has been relinquished. 
The 
general outcom e is th a t th e shop-girls con­ 
tinue to s ta n d ; th a t th eir employers re­ 
fuse to give them seats ; and th a t the 
public, and especially th e women who 
frequent dry goods stores, appear to care 
nothing w hether th eir sisters suffer or not. 
Public opinion is not ripe for the proposed 
reform, and it will have to be abandoned 
for th e present. 
M eanwhile the girls will 
bear th eir to rtu re as best they may. 


VERMONT. 


T he S tate election in Verm ont occurs to ­ 
day. 
No special interest attaches to the 
occasion, th e usual Republican m ajority at 
ieast being certain, w hile hopes are enter­ 
tained th a t it will be increased. 
A nything 
over 20,000 may be regarded as indicating 
a particular enthusiasm on the Republican 
side. 
As for the Dem ocrats, 
th ey will 
doubtless say, first, th a t th ey never ex­ 
pected anything else, and, second, th at 
they are concentrating th eir efforts upon 
New Y ork and Indiana, and therefore made 
no contest anyw here else. 


POSITIONS CF 
THE PLANETS 
SEPTEM­ 
BER 1, 1380. 


The moat conspicuous planet now to be 
seen is Jupiter, which rose in the eastern 
horizon about 8 p. M. on the 1st instant, but 
will rise about four minutes earlier each 
succeeding evening continuously. I t becomes 
astronomically the evening star on the 7th of 
October next, when it will reach the point in 
its orbit directly opposite to the sun. 
The 
sun will then be on one side of the earth and 
Jupiter on the other. 
The planet will rise in 
the east just as the sun goes down in the 
west. 
Jupiter will continue to be the even­ 
ing star throughout the year and for some 
time in the next year. 
Jupiter appears now 
the largest th at it ever does when at or near 
the point of opposition to the sun. 
I t will 
appear tobe very large iu the month of Oc­ 
tober. 
About half an hoar after Jupiter rises Sat­ 
urn may be seen coming up from the eastern 
horizon a little farther north than Jupiter, 
and about thirteen degrees from it, in an ob­ 
lique direction. 
Saturn is not quite half as 
large in appearance as Jupiter. 
I t is slightly 
reddish in color, whilst Jupiter is whitish 
and more brilliant. 
Saturn, like Jupiter, rises about four min­ 
utes earlier each succeeding evening. 
I t will 
reach the point of opposition to the sun in its 
orbit on October 18, 1880, and will then 
astronomically become the evening star. 
It 
will continue such throughout the year, and 
for some time in the next year. 
I t will ap­ 
pear larger than us-ual the latter part of Oc- 
toher and the first part of November. 
Neptune, the planet furthest distant from 
the sun of any yet discovered, rises in the 
east about half an hour after Saturn. 
B ut it 
cannot be seen with the naked eye. 
I t is 
seen only with good telescopes. 
Thus three of the planets of the solar sys­ 
tem are in the east in the evening at the pres­ 
ent time. 
All the remaining planets (except 
the asteroid») are in the west at this time, 
near the sun in appearance, as viewed from 
the earth. 
Uranus was in conjunction with 
the sun, and went dowu with it on the 1st 
instant. 
Mars and Venus are near together, 
out a little distance east of the sun and set 
about 7 P. XI. 
They will be in conjunction 
(on the same north and south line) September 
7, 1880. 
They are down so near the western horizon 
when the sun sets th at it is difficult to see 
them. 
Venn», however, is receding eastward 
from the sun aud will soon become more con­ 
spicuous as evening star.—[N. Slater.

A Reporter Penetrates into the Mysteries 
of Circus Life. 


T he m an is y et to be found, who, speaking 
the 
honest tru th , w ill assert th a t 
there 
lingers in his m em ory no delightful recollec­ 
tions of th e boyhood days when 
th e ad ­ 
vent of the circus bill-poster did not sharpen 
his expectation to keenest edge, and the arrival 
of th e circus itself crow n the am bition of 
his 
highest 
hopes. 
Those w ho are pos­ 
sessed of 
th a t peculiar 
tra it w hich en­ 
ables them to enjoy m ental laughter and 
silent m errim ent, have a royal feast of selfish 
m irth w hen th e circus season comes round, 
in w atching th e struggles of m ature m en to 
pass the glaring posters b y ; and when the 
te n t is finally up, to observe the studied care­ 
lessness and nonchalance w ith w hich they 
saunter in —early, and the air of indifference 
w ith w hich they seek to cover the eager de- 
Eire to secure the best 
vantage point of 
view. 
IN THEIR HEARTS 
They are cursing the state of manliness which 
deprives them of the exquisite pleasure of 
crawling beneath the canvas, of dashing into 
the ring and enjoying a ride on the elephant's 
back, or of being one of the contestants for 
the 810 offered the successful rider of the 
trained mule. 
In theii souls they berate the 
luck of life which forbids them to sit in the 
dust at the edge o: the ring, to throw up 
their hats and shout in exuberance of en­ 
joyment over the sallies of the clown, or 
linger about the tent when the performance 
is over, and in the dim light oi the fiariug 
and smoking torches, m ark the expedition 
with which the canvas men take down, roli 
up aud pack away the structure th at so little 
a time before was a veritable castle ot won­ 
der and a tower of delight. 
'I he advent of the circus season brings to 
mind some of the fondest recollections of boy­ 
hood days. 
Old greybeards may frown and 
6hake their wise heads and pooh-pooh the 
m atter as they will, but if they are half the 
men they pretend to be they will be honest 
with 
themselves 
and 
adm it th at 
they 
are 
glad 
of 
it, 
and 
mean 
to 
be 
there 
when 
the 
“ round top ” is u p ; 
intend to have a front Eeat and a good one ; 
intend to laugh whenever opportunity affords 
occasion ; to make merry over the stale jokes 
of the clown and take in all the twists of the 
contortionists and flip-flops of the tum blers; 
to applaud the intelligence of the horses ; to 
buy the jester’s 10-cent song book, and admire 
the well-proportioned legs and rounded busts 
of the airy-skirted damsels who float about 
the magic ring, smile on the just and unjust 
alike, and kiss their handB by rule with angelic 
grace to the m ultitude twice a day for a reg­ 
ular salary. 
The lovers of 
THE OLD-TIME CIRCUS 
Care very little for its history. 
T hat the 
circus maximus was one of the most magnifi­ 
cent structures of Rome, where games and 
races and Bhows of different kinds were held, 
is a m atter of mere historical importance to 
them. 
They do not care to know, indeed, 
except for the worth of historical knowledge, 
th at the circus is one of the oldest of earth’s 
institutions, and flourished in ancient Alex­ 
andria and Athens, delighted the solemn sen­ 
ators of Rome, and drew to its amphitheater 
the sages of Jerusalem . 
They care little for 
the fact th at the points of resemblance between 
the circus founded by Trajan and completed 
by Constantine, and the canvased inclosure 
of these days are very few and far between— 
it is the circus of this time they have to deal 
w ith ; it is the circus of their youth which 
they compare with the exhibition of 1880, and 
nearly always to the disadvantage of the lat­ 
ter, because boyhood’s recollections are so 
much 
sweeter than manhood’s realities. 
These considerations, these recollections, led 
a representative of the R e c o rd -U n io n whom 
chance threw into a country town a few days 
ego, where all the population for tw enty miles 
around had assembled in holiday attire to 
worship one day at the circus shrine—these 
thoughts, as he stood at the tent door and 
saw the eager crowds flock in, induced him 
to make tome inquiry into the modern 
circus and 
menagerie which 
the 
advent 
of a new one into California last week 
makes a subject of current interest. 
The re­ 
sult is deemed of sufficient importance to 
give to the public in the form of this article 
And while to the suspicious reader it will 
appear as a puff for W. W. Cole’s circus an ! 
menagerie, yet conscientiods iournalists will 
recognize in it one of those peculiar and fre­ 
quent situations wherein personal advantag • 
is gained by the party “ w ritten up,” becau-e 
of the news quality his business possess»». 
But as to th at the public has little concern. 
I t is the journalist’s business to instruct and 
entertain the reader, and just now the judg­ 
ment is reflected in this column that a 
glance 
- 
BEHIND THE SCENES. 
Of circus life will prove of interest and con­ 
vey some useful information and correct some 
erroneous ideas. 
There are few men and wo­ 
men who do not care to step upon the stage 
and inquire into the inner life of the actor, 
few who are not interested in the strange and 
mystic iife of the player, and few who are not 
ready to receive information upon popular 
topics at any time, even if it shall present to 
them a special business in a strong light. 
W e have had upon this coast numerous circus 
and menagerie exhibitions. 
The public has 
not forgotten that royal jester Cooke, nor is its 
memory dull concerning Chiarini and his 
splendid stud of trained horses ; good old 
John Wilson 
and 
his 
old-fashioned cir­ 
cus ; 
Zoyara, who bewildered the popu­ 
lar mind as to the sex of the perform­ 
er wearing th at nom de 
plum e; N orth 
k Co. and their old-time circus in days when j 
“ pail riding” was something fine, and bare­ 
back riding a rarity, and the daring sensation 
of the day—and by the way, Lee k Marshall 
were the c irc s people who built the M etro­ 
politan Theater 
in 
this 
city. 
I t 
was 
then an am phitheater and gaily caparisoned 
horses cavorted and the half-naked acrobats 
flew through the air where now bald-headed 
aud sober-sideil citizens sit in the parquet to 
train a better view of the trim ankles and 
natty feet of pretty actresses ; and citizens of 
Sacramento will likewise remember th at in 
the year 1873 there came into this city by 
rail what was known as the New Orleans 
and New Y ork Menagerie and Equestrian 
Exhibition, and that it made on our streets 
A GRAND PARADE 
And frightened half the horses in town out of 
their animal wit with an excruciatingly ear- 
piercing calliope. 
I t was no little surprise 
to the reporter to recognize under the moro 
modest title of W . W . Cole’s Circus and 
Menagerie in the pleasant town of Chico 
last week the identical show which was the 
first of its kind to cross the continent by rail 
and which gave such satisfaction when here 
in 1873. 
Mr. Cole was found to be a youth­ 
ful and a reticent man. 
lie was willing 
enough to “ chalk ” the newspaper man’s hat 
but unw illing enough to talk, more especially 
about himself. 
R ut some of his employes 
were less retiring, and though aware of the 
strong desire of their principal not to be 
forced into public view prominently, and his 
aversion to being the subject of a newspaper 
article, nevertheless they were unable to 
resist the blandishments of reportorial skill, 
and were led to indulge in chit-chat which, 
when they see it in print, will open their 
eyes wide and wider in the astonishment they 
m ust feel th at so much of real information 
was wormed out of them despite their best 
efforts to say little. 
Because it is with ns and is soon to exhibit 
here, and because it is representative of an 
im portant bu«ines», in which hundreds of 
thousands of dollars are invested ; because it is 
one of the foremost of animal and circus shows, 
and thoroughly representative of its class, 
Mr. Cole’s “ big show," his Congress of won­ 
ders, his electric light, giants, elephants, lions 
and trained staliions, his agents, employes 
and actors arc taken rs texts for an article 
th at is intended to inform the public of some­ 
thing of the inner i fe of the circus. 
ENTERING T11E MENAGERIF, 
As exhibited at Chico last week, the visitor 
found himself in a very lofty tent—150 feet 
in length and 75 feet in width—lighted by 
four burners of the Brush dynamic electric 
light, which burn, by the way, with a steadi­ 
ness not known to our citizens, who saw a 
year ago the flickering light exhibited here 
in F air week. 
And first, as to this light; it 
Is observed that in a tent opening off the 
larger 
one, 
stands 
the 
Brush 
motor, 
operated by a forty-horse-power steam en­ 
gine, the whole apparatus being mounted 
upon a very heavy, broad-track truck, which 
is so ponderous as to require no less than 
fourteen hon-es to draw it to and irora the 
ten t to the car. 
In a quiet chat with the 
engineer it is ascertained th at eight other 
electric lights are burning about the center 
¡ules in the circus tent adjoining, and that 
the capacity of the m otor is sixteen lights, 
and th at it 
is a fact th at San 
F ran­ 
cisco 
uses more electric 
fights 
to day 
than 
any 
other 
city 
in 
the 
world 
save only Paris and London. 
I t is noted 
th at the lights are exhibited in all their pain­ 
ful brilliancy, without the intervention of 
shades or ground glaas globes, which are or­ 
dinarily used to soften the light. 
Inquiry as 
to this evolves the reply that in many conn- 
try places the people actually questioned the 
fact of there being any electric lights in the 
exhibition at all, as the shades hid the car­ 
bons of the burner", and Cole has been com­ 
pelled to remove the globes in order to con­ 
vince Rusticas th at in fact and in truth there 
is a fight there shining, fed by neither fluid 
nor gas, and in which the medium of a wick 
plays nc part. 
* 
A VIEW OF THE ANIMALS 
Is next in order, and with the aid of the 
mystic signs known only to the fraternity, 
the reporter places himself in communication 
with George Conklin, the animal trainer, 


and the circuit of the tent b made under his 
direction, the press representative being ac­ 
corded the dangerous and complimentary db- 
tinction of walking between the “ barrier 
ropes ” and the cages of the ferocious beasts 
th at would a little sooner than not gobble up 
a newspaper man for luncheon. 
The cages, 
it b to be noted, are large, ornamental and 
strong, and this latter quality deteimines the 
re¡H)rter to risk his precious scalp within the 
dead line. 
F irst in order b 
THE MANDRILL 
Or man monkey, a huge Brazilian ape of the 
largest species, who answers to Conklin's call 
of “ Jim , come here,” and grins in delight at 
attentions shown him. 
H e has for a com­ 
panion a small dog, the latter serving to 
worry him and keep his dander up for the 
amusement of the sight-seeker. 
N ext is the 
giant kangaroo of A ustralia, a meek enougli 
appearing animal, but which can defend itself 
valiantly when attacked. 
N ext b shown an 
African lion 
BORN AT HAYWARDS, 
In this State, six years ago. 
It is a cross­ 
eyed lion ; in fact, it has a fearful attack of 
strabismus, and glares two or there ways at 
one and the same time, and for this reason is 
useless as a performing lion, and hence Co­ 
lumbus, as Le is called, is left to his cage, 
where he makes leaps back and forth th at re­ 
sult in rough knocks for his nob, as he always 
miscalculates his dbtances. 
Then comes the 
emu of New Zealand, placid and Land- 
some an im al; the Albino deer of Madagascar, 
a beauty, and then 
AN ASIATIC LIONESS 
Weighing nearly 500 pounds, four years old, 
and the largest ever known in captivity. 
N ext b a diminutive, uninteresting specimen 
of the cinnamon bear, and next an East India 
antelope—a handsome creature. 
N ear by are 
two, three and four-horned sheep—odd pro­ 
ducts of nature, but presentable chaps with 
their many horns. Then comes a very handsome 
leopard, one whose beautiful hide would make 
a rug that all the ladie9 would pronounce “ so 
charming.” T h b animal bieeds in captivity, 
as does the lion and tiger, and most of the 
cat family. 
The next cage contains boa constrictors, an 
anaconda and several pythons, and behind 
the glass wall is 6een a coal back negro un­ 
coiling the living, tw bting mass of serpentine 
vitality, and handling the great reptiles in 
the most careless manner. 
“ Is not th at fellow in danger?” 
“ Oh, no,” replies Conklin, “ he gets bit up 
now and then but I always cure him .” 
“ W hat! 
Cure him ?” 
“ Certainly. 
These reptiles are not ven­ 
omous. 
They kill by crushing. 
I t is the 
cobra th at has pobonous fangs.” 
And now one of the 050 feet of serpents lifts 
up its flat head aud opens its mouth and 
darts in lightning-like motions its fiery red and 
forked tongue from its jaws, back and foith, 
and finally fastens upon a fluttering pigeon 
near by, and begins to swallow the bird, bill, 
claws, feathers anil all—whole, and as it goes 
down the “ snake-charm er” catches a second 
pigeon and pushes it after the first, and 
Conklin declares his belief th at the snake 
would continue to take pigeons in th at fashion 
till he was stuffed with pigeon from end to 
end like a sausage. 
Leaving this repellant 
exhibition, instructive as it may he, though 
the beholder can’t hut think as he looks on, 
of the Devil and the curse of God that sent his 
satanic majesty crawling on lib belly, the 
vbitor b next shown 
A DEN OF LIONS, 
Asiatic by birth, three in number, and weigh­ 
ing 700 pounds each. 
“ Do you fear these fellows ?” 
“ Well, yes aud no. 
I m ust make them 
fear me, or I need to fear them ,” replies 
Conklin. 
“ You perform with them?” 
“ Twice a day.” 
“ You treat them kindly?” 
“ N ot by a long shot. 
They have been 
conquered by the application of red-hot iron 
bars, 
and finally 
by the 
loaded whip, 
Any one of them would catch me up at any 
time but for the fear they have for me, and 
th at fear I keep alive by blows aud punish­ 
ment. 
The affection and kind-hearted theory 
wouldn’t save your life two m inutes.” 
I t is 
a large cage and the lions are Bplendid fel­ 
lows, and Conklin boasts loudly of their 
beauty and worth. 
N ear by is a big ox, not 
so large as the pictorial representations would 
lead one to expect, for something m ust be al­ 
lowed for the exaggerated expressions of that 
wonderful man, whoever he may be, who 
originates the m atter th at appears on circus 
and menagerie bills. 
H is fancy b unbound­ 
ed, hb imagination without limit, his veracity 
of the most elastic kind, hij rhetoric the won­ 
der of the world, his gramm ar the astonish­ 
m ent of all linguists—but the ox is a “ whop­ 
per ” nevertheless, and he is a gentle and fat 
chap and weighs 3,100 pounds, and makes one 
reflect ufion the superior steaks th at “ Jo h n ’s ” 
carcass would yield. 
ELEVEN CAMELS 
Are next seen, chewing the cud of reflection 
and wondering among themselves what on 
earth all these people are staring at, and like 
all deformities, unaware of their cruelly ugly 
shapes and imagining themselves pjobably 
the “ prettiest b irds” in all the show. 
N ext comes a fierce-looking wild boar of 
Germany, a glance at whose nozzle carries 
one back to the memories of the ancient 
hunting era, when kings and courtiers fol­ 
lowed the boar with spear and hound, aud 
not unfrequently fell before h b ferocious 
tusks. 
N ext are to be seen two hippopotamus 
hogs, and near by the wild yak of Tartary 
and four Asiatic elephants, three of which 
went on a trampling tour of their own up in 
Nevada county, and were captured only after 
a long aud tiresome chase of many days. 
N ext to these is the sacred ox of India. 
AN ANIMAL WITH ITS RACK UP 
Perm anently, and which has for its constant 
companion a rather homely goat. 
N ext in 
order is the two horned black rhinoceros, and 
a splendid specimen he is, and then a baby 
monkey, born a t Virginia City August 23d, 
anil clinging to its m other’s body and resist­ 
ing all attem pts to remove it. 
N ext in line 
is a ten-year old African lioness and two 
spotted hyenas of Africa ; a zebra, capable of 
domestication, says C onklin; a Brazilian 
tiger, a fierce-looking and quarrelsome fel­ 
low ; the silver lion or panther of California, 
a cage of white silver crown cockatoos, a cage 
of rose cockatoos, and an apartm ent filled 
with pigeons, which are fattening as food for 
the serpents already described. 
Another 
baby monkey, born April 1 st; Frank, a mis­ 
chievous two-year-old monkey, and Abe, a 
one-year-old chap. Then comes the children’s 
delight, the happy family, consisting of a 
cage of ant-eaters, monkeys, foxes and dogs. 
N ext is shown a Hoosier monkey, born at 
Vincennes, Ind., M ay Cth. 
Then comes 
the 
quarrelsome 
family, 
consisting 
of 
hairless dogs, monkeys, a coyote and the 
ape Bolivar. The commotion this assortment 
keeps up fully justifies the name given to the 
group. 
Near by is the baboon ape, a rascal­ 
ly, mischievous fellow. 
In an adjacent cage 
is a Senegal leopard, a vicious beast, with 
which Conklin says he can do nothing. Next 
to him is a splendid eight-year-old specimen 
of the Royal Bengal tiger, which despite his 
apparent ferocity is the best-natured animal 
iu the menagerie. 
Conklin tells the writer th at he has been 
fifteen years an animal trainer, eight of whioh 
he has passed with M r. Cole. 
An attendant 
relates linw at Frankfort one of the lions 
killed its keeper and Conklin the same after­ 
noon eutered that lion’s cage and whipped 
and conquered the brute. 
I t is gleaned also th at the elephants were 
bought in Hamburg, th at the larger one is 
vicious and knocks people right and left 
sometimes, and while the reporter turns to 
watch 
THE SEA LION, 
W hich lives well in captivity, and has been 
sporting in this close tank for three years, 
Conklin relates th at the only instance of an 
elephant breeding in America of which he 
has knowledge was th at of the Philadelphia 
elephant of some years ago. 
As to the food 
of his pet», Conklin says the carniverous, or 
“ meat animals.” consume 125 pounds of 
beef per day ; the elephants get away with 
ever so much hay and grain, while the 
monkeys consume vegetables and the odds and 
ends of the table. 
The man monkey is the 
dainty fellow. 
He gets rice pudding daily 
with a liberal supply of raisins. 
The sea 
lion demands 25 pounds of fish daily. 
Passing from this tent, the visitor en­ 
counters Captain M. V. Bates and wife, 
who are veritable giauts, and loom up above 
men as men do above children. 
Bates is 7 
feet ID inches high, and weighs 478 pounds. 
His wife is the same hight, and weighs 413 
pounds. 
This giant pair constitute a curios­ 
ity well worth the seeing, and are a Bocial 
couple with whom it is worth while to hold 
a little chat. 
He is a native of Kentucky, 
and she is from Nova Scotia—a veritable 
“ Blue Nose.” 
Moving on toward the cir­ 
cus, whither all the crowd is now tending, 
the visitor passes the calliope, the splendid­ 
ly decorated band chariot, drawn by two 
horses and ten camels, the seven beautiful 
tableaux cars, and the two four-horse Roman 
chariots, each drawn by four m ilk-white' 
horses driven by ladies, and the clowns’ car­ 
riage, all of which appear in 
THE STREET PARADE, 
W ith the animal 
cages 
aud 
mounted 
acrobats, tumblers, lea¡iers and other artists 
of the concern, for this parade business is one of 
the chief features of the well-ordered modern 
circus, and is no more to be om itted than 
the show itself. 
Entering the circus tent, with its 42-foot 
central ring, its length i - fouud to be 200 
feet, with a width of 100 feet and extra cen­ 
ter pieces, rendering it capable of extension 
to 400 feet of length, when its full capacity 
is equal to accomodating 8,000 people. 
Be­ 
yond are the dressing-rooms, under a 100- 
foot round-top tent, and still beyond long 
lines of tents where are kept the horses, and 
in one is m aintained the boarding-house of 
the establishment. 


As to the circus, it is not the purpose to 
go into details of the programme; some of 
its main features m ust suffice. 
Everything 
is rapidly done, and there are no long waits— 
indeed, no waits a t all. 
There is the usual 
GRAND ENTRY, 
And then follows the cotillion on horseback, 
admirably performed, by the way, to the 
musical beat of au excellent brass aud reed 
hand. 
A Spanish bull is introduced which 
does m any neat tricks, and is said to have 
been more difficult to train than any horse 
known, but W m. Organ, the trainer, finally 
conquered him. 
A leaping corps of twelve 
men comes next, and such leaping has never 
before been attem pted in California. 
They 
fly over horses and elephants in great num ­ 
ber, and turn iu mid-air and alight with 
wonderful agility. 
Two of the uicu are es­ 
pecially noticeable, H arry Long, who leaps 
over au elephant, on a pedestal by which he 
is standing fifteen feet high, aud eight camels, 
making a distance of thirty-five fe e t; and the 
other, Frank Gardner, the champion leaDer 
of the world, who throws a double somer­ 
sault over five elephants and six camels, 
the central elephant being elevated to a hight 
of fifteen feet. 
Conklin enters the den of 
lions, forces them to play with him—a thrill­ 
ing exhibition—and the spectator with nerves 
is very thankful that it is a brief one. 
Organ 
theu introduces the beautiful trick stallion, 
Humboldt, a splendid lea¡>er, and a very- 
knowing animal, th at excites the admiration 
of the beholder. 
Adelaide Austin, a graceful 
bareback rider, is a prom inent attraction— 
and it is to be noted as one of the advances 
of the modern circus that in all this show no 
“ pad riding' was seen; it was all bare­ 
back, flesh and bones, stand-up-or go-down 
business — and 
all 
the 
horses 
are 
full-fleshed, steady on the track as a clock, 
responsive to the rider’s every motion, sleek 
and graceful, handsome and well-kept, win­ 
ning the praise of horsemen and creating 
some surprise th at horses could be so well 
kept th at live nearly all the time upon a rail­ 
way train. 
M cIntyre and 
Pico are the 
clowns who appear, the one a rather poetical 
and studied jester, the other a rollicking 
pantomiinist. 
N ot much of the business of 
the evening i; given to the clowns ; what they 
have to say has to be forced in, for action and 
rapidity appears to be the rulé with the 
equestrian director. 
The triple horizontal 
bars—D unbar and the Reno brothers—is es­ 
pecially pleasing, and one of the Renos makes 
the act very amusing by his grotesque per­ 
formance. 
SIX TRAINED STALLIONS 
Out of nine are introduced, and are, in fact, 
the card of the circus. 
They answer to such 
names at Organ’s call as “ K ing,” “ D uke,” 
“ Em peror,” “ Prince,” etc., and do in con­ 
cert all the tricks usually shown with one 
horse, and some th at are entirely new, very 
novel and 
exceedingly difficult—realizing 
fully the glowing announcements and appar­ 
ently improbable pictorial promises of the 
bill» of the show. 
Indeed, these sleek, hand­ 
some and powerful animals are a show in 
themselves. 
Maggie Claire is a daring per­ 
former upon a perpendicular rope, and quite 
deserves the nom de plume she has assumed 
of “ tjueen of the A ir.” Barclay, the bare­ 
back rider, is thorough. 
The three Living­ 
stons are skilled acrobats, and Frank Gardner 
is the champion rider as an English jockey, 
doing in the act some wonderful leaping from 
ground to saddle. 
O’Dale is another bare­ 
back rider, in an act in which he rides and 
manages six horses with a skill that is only 
equaled by the wonderful flexibility of his 
gartered legs, which seem capable of stretch­ 
ing over a whole regiment of cream-colored 
horses. 
The trained ponies, in a game of see­ 
saw, introduced by Mr. Cooke, are curiosities, 
as are also two running ponies following two 
of the camels th at are introduced. 
Besides, 
there are the three bicycle riders, the silent 
steed being run by one upon a 60-foot wire 
stretched in mid-air, while the others perform 
upon a swinging trapeze suspended from the 
hub of the wheel—altogether a difficult, novel 
and break-neok act, and wholly new to the 
circus business. 
These are the chief features 
noticeable in this 
RAILROAD CIRCUS, 
And which like all others are fully up to the 
promise of the biils, and th at in itself is a 
fact worthy of record and acclaim among 
men, 
BEHIND THE SCENES. 
B ut behind the seen is a moment the reader 
must be takeu and shown the inside of circus 
life to a degree, and these are the facts stated 
in briefest form which were gleaned from the 
officers and attaches of Cole’s establishment, 
which is taken now as thoroughly representa­ 
tive of the business. 
Connected with each 
exhibition as employes are nearly 200 people, 
140 of w hom are laborers. 
B ut beside these 
are many others. 
A t the head is M r. Cole, who is sole m an­ 
ager, having as his close counselor his mother, 
one of the original Cooke family of England, 
all of whom were skilled artists and thorough 
circus peuple. 
The heads of departments, 
after the manager, may be mentioned in this 
o rd er: 
Treasurer, John D. Evans, occupying an 
admirably arranged and ornamental office on 
wheels. 
Equestrian manager, T. M cIn ty re; head 
cauvasman, Charles W icks; 
head hoBtler 
and veterinary surgeoD, John Laubright, 
who has under him fifty m en ; master of 
transportation, A. M cA rthur, who has full 
charge of the loading and movement of the 
train. 
The m aster of the wardrobe. 
Horse trainer, W illiam Organ. 
The steward and cock and their assistants. 
The “ layer out,” tbe man who deals with 
the hotels and disposes of the actors in towns 
and citie3. 
The postmaster, who attends wholly to the 
delivery and posting of the mail m atter of 
the troupe and does other special tasks. 
The press agent, A. E . Richards, who deal j 
with newspaper men and has charge of one 
portion of the advertising. 
The electrician, engineer and fireman. 
The chandelier and iamp man, w ith one 
assistant. 
The saddler and blacksmith, each with one 
assistant. 
Captain Bates and wife, the giants of the 
troupe, who entertain visitors to the me­ 
nagerie. 
Chief doorkeeper, H enry Cooke, uncle to 
Mr, Cole, and an old veteran iu the circus 
business. 
He has two assistants. 
The head usher, with three assistants. 
The musical director, A. D. Good, with 
fourteen men. 
George Couklir, the “ head animal ” man 
—such is the nomenclature th at prevails— 
with eleven ass stm ts, such as the bird man, 
the “ hay anim al” man, the cat animal man 
(the attendant on all animals of the cat 
family, such as the tiger, leopard, etc.) 
The railroad contractor, W. K. Hayden, 
who contracts w ith railroad companies. 
The general contracting agent, 
Charles 
Sivals, who arranges for licenses, provisions, 
stores, new goods, 
bill boards, printing, 
wardrobe and harness supplies, the lot lor 
exhibition, feed for animals, etc. 
The general advertising agent, Louis E. 
Cooke, who has under his charge a hand­ 
somely-fitted car th at precedes the show. 
His force is engaged in posting bills. 
H e 
follows Mr. Sivals and puts the bills on the 
boards contracted for by him and arranges 
all general and extensive advertising, 
lie 
has sixteen assistant", such as the lithograph 
man, the chief bill-poster, the country bill­ 
posters, etc. 
These latter go out iu teams 
and “ bill” all the villages and towns within 
forty miles of the place of exhibition. 
The excursion agent, R. C. Campbell, 
who arranges with railroads for excursions 
to points where the show exhibits, gets out 
the tickets, informs the people of the hours, 
of departure and arrival, and assumes all the 
responsibility of such excursions. 
A nd lastly the middle man, he who goes 
out betweeu the advertising car aud the show 
and floods the towns with “ dodgers” (small 
bills) and keeps tbe public attention awako 
as to the gieat occasion—the coming of “ the 
grandest show on earth.” 
SOMETHING MOKE OF THE INSIDE. 
In order to give some iusight into the busi­ 
ness of the sawdust ring, the expense in­ 
curred should be known. 
Taking Cole’s Cir­ 
cus and Menagerie as an example, for the 
very good reason that no other is a t hand to 
be “ pumped,” the dilligent news-gatherer 
gets the cut direct iu his inquiry as to the 
capital invested, but he assumes it to be fully 
$300,000, because the pay-roll is between 
82,300 and $2,400 per week and the general ex­ 
penses average $2,000 each twenty-four hours. 
Railroad building has revolutioniz-d the circus 
business. 
Few great establishments now 
take to “ the road ”—they nearly all follow 
the railroad lines. 
Thus Cole’s community 
on wheels requires no less than 36 cars to 
transport it aud its luggage. 
These are all 
the property of M r. Cole, built expressly for 
the show business. 
They are of extra length 
and width, and equal to 43 Central Pacific 
flat aud box cars. 
Four of the cars are fleep- 
ers, built expressly for the accommodation of 
the company, and the better sleepers are cut up 
into state rooms by movable partitions. 
The 
company always moves by niglit, th at its 
members may have needed rest aud th at its 
tent-men may lay off (luring the heat of the 
day, as their work is done at a late hour at 
night and an early hour in the morning. 
THIS IS YASTI.Y DIFFERENT 
From the old-time system, when the com­ 
pany after playing by day and till late a t 
night had to mount rough wagons and ride 
on long and dusty m utes all night to reach 
the next place of exhibition, wheie they were 
allowed only a few hours for slumber snatched 
amidst the bustle and noise of the morning 
hours. 
Under Cole’s system all sleep on the 
cars, except rn Saturday nights and Sundays, 
when they all take to the hotels—the ladies, 
however, all have rooms a t hotels or board­ 
ing houses wherever an exhibition is given. 
The company does not travel on Sunday, ex­ 
cept in crossing the plains, where it was ab­ 
solutely necessary iu order to make connec­ 
tions, as it is found th at 


“ THE DAY OF REST” 
For man and beast is a sound and paying 
investment. 
AU the properties of the show, 
all its goods are packed into wagons, and 
these are run upon the cars, thus the com­ 
pany is enabled to leave its own train and 
take to narrow-gauge roads when necessary. 
The cars for the horses are so fitted th at every 
horse has a comfortable stall. 
I t is found 
that the first week out the horses run down, 
but after that gain rapidly and flourish by 
life on the rail like green bay trees. 
The 
salaries of the artists of this community of 
show-people vary trom $20 to $150 per week 
and “ found.” 
Every one a t the outset is 
guaranteed a thirty-weeks’ engagement, with 
a possible extension if the company make up 
a new season for a foreign climate, where it 
can be played out w ithout interruption by 
the weather. 
¿VI! the laborers are warned 
against intoxication, a single slip resulting in 
instant and unconditional discharge ; but if 
the man remains on the pay-roll at the end 
of thirty weeks he is guaranteed a bmius of 
$10. 
Some of these laborers have traveled 
with Cole's establishment five or six year», 
and some of the actors have been with him 
since 1S73. 
THE STOCK AND OTHER MATTERS. 
The stock consists of the six trick ponies, 
the nine performing stallions—three of which 
are always held in reserve—21 ring horses 
and 105 wagon horses. 
In the fall of the year 
Cole sends an agent to Africa and Asia to 
purchase animals to replace those lost by 
death or accident, and the manager then 
opens up correspondence with the various 
animal agencies through which those engaged 
in capturing wild animals deal. The elephant 
is the costliest animal. 
A good show elephant 
is worth from $7,000 to $10,000 in the show 
elephant m arket in America, according to 
docility, age and agility. 
Small el( phauts 
cost from $3,000 to $5,000 each. 
An un­ 
broken lion costs about $2,000. 
Some are 
found to be very ferocious and nntameable, 
others tractable and easily broken. 
Tigers 
are of about the same value, and leopards 
rate at half as much. 
The elephant is the 
longest lived animal in captivity, and a t­ 
tains to very old age. 
The lion and the 
tiger are next among the long-lived beast». 
The “ cat animals” generally average from 
fifteen to seventeen years as their lease of life. 
The manager furnishes the general wardrobe 
but the actors furnish their own fleshings, 
linen, costume, etc. 
The laundry business 
of the company is something that tries the 
souls of washerwomen and laundry proprie­ 
tors whenever the show arrives in a town. 
The first movement of the actor is to send 
off his or her washing w ith Orders to have it 
completed within twelve or fifteen hours. 
But as this is not always possible each per­ 
former keeps on hand a very large supply of 
clean Lmen, fleshings, etc., and can if hard 
pushed stand the pressure for a week or 
more. 
OMITTED DETAILS. 
I t was intended to have spoken somewhat 
at length of the circus artist aud his life and 
habits, but space forbids. 
M erest reference 
can only be had to the fact th at they bitterly 
protest against the popular belief th at there 
is less virtue among them than other men and 
women ; they claim to be a family In happy 
accord—respecting and respected—living a 
roving life largely, but one conducive to 
health and, as statistic; show, to longevity. 
Upon these m atters copious notes taken must 
be passed over now. 
In conclusion, it is but 
fair, having gone thus far into the business 
affairs of M r. Cole and his great show, 
to say th at he has 
a little world on 
wheels, 
a quiet, 
orderly 
company—one 
of 
the 
best 
in 
appearance 
that has 
ever been on the coast. 
H e has a large 
and varied assortment of animals to this 
clime unknown. 
H e has a magnificent stuil 
of horses, a gorgeous array of fine wagons, 
chariots and cars ; a force of employes, dis­ 
ciplined like a regiment of well tried soldiers ; 
some 
fifty 
or 
sixty 
actors 
and 
as­ 
sistants, 
who are 
all 
good, 
and some 
of whom have no su¡>eriors. 
His pro­ 
grammes are not lengthy, but are worked off 
with promptness th at is highly commendable. 
His entertainm ent is chaste, novel, often 
startling, good in every feature, and without 
blemish worthy of criticism. 
In the print­ 
ing line he must havespent a small fortune, for 
no such elegant “ p ap er’’ has ever been put 
ou bill-beards in California. 
H is promises 
therein, though framed in adjectival Wraith 
of words th at take the breath away, are faith- 
full}- kept, ami all th at is advertised to be 
presented is given. 
The countless readers of the R e c o rd U nion, 
who will be found wherever the enter­ 
prising Cole may take “ the greatest show on 
earth,” will now know more of his exhibition 
than ever before, and still not know it all, for 
many an interesting detail obtained has been 
om itted—all 
about 
the 
winter 
quar­ 
ter?, where the “ artists” train, the time of 
life a t which they begin, how the manager 
f rospects a country before |he starts out for a 
season, 
how 
he 
knows 
just 
the 
con­ 
dition of the crops and the prosperity of 
the people ; how he gathers his compai y aud 
disciplines them ; how the horses are selected 


and broken ; how the trainer judges of the
